As further dispatches were received, 
however, it became evident that the rejoicings 
were premature, and soon the lights in the 
headquarters were extinguished, and the anti- 
Jiquor mén wended their way home, satisfied 
to trust the result to the morning papers. AS 
u piece of information to sleep over, they were 
informed that the vote in the city of Galveston 
stood: For prohibition, 1,159; against prohibi- 
tien, 3,729. 

Al! the large cities in the state gave— 
prohibition majorities except Fort Worth, 
which went dry by a majority of 19S. South- 
ern Texas rolled up heavy anti-prohibition 
majorities. 

“The truth is,’’ said an active campaigner, 
“we have the preachers to thank for losing the 
state. They imagined themselves called upon 
to leave the pulpit for the hustings, or worse 
still, to convert the pulpit into a_ political 
rostrum, and therefrom, not only berate. indi- 
viduals, but whole peoples by nationality. 
Thus votes friendly to us were driven off, and 
persous who objected to the preacher in politics 
voted anti simply to emphasize that protest.”’

The reports concludes with this resolution: 

Resolved, As an additional means of furthering 
OLFr grand, our noble and holy undertaking, that 
tie union recommend to all societies the formation 
of a cadet corps and semi-centenntal celebration in 
April, 1888, of the signing of a pledge of our national 
temperance apostle, Father Theobald Matthews. 

At the conclusion of the reading of the reso- 
lution, Father Doran, of the committee, stated 
that the minority of the committee ob- 
jected to the fifth resolution providing that the 
convention support legislative mevement for 
the entire restriction of the liquor traffic and a 
somewhat contused debate occurred, several 
delegates wanting the resolution stricken out, 
while others argued for the adoption of the 
entire report. It was finally ordered that. as 
the request had been made the rules required 
that the resolutions be read separately and 
acted upon in that manner. , 


HOW MUCH THEY LOST. 


Sufferers by the Collapse of the Wheat Clique 
in San Francisco. 

San Francisco, August 4.—Close estimates 
as to the losses inflicted in the bull wheat clique by 
the collapse of the corner make them between five 
and six million dollars, in addition to which the 
clique is still holding and paying storage on enor- 
mous quantities of wheat. Settlements are being 
made through the bank of Nevada, other local 
banks having had light dealings with the elique, It 
is conceded that Dressbauch and other promi- 
nent bulls were simply representatives of 
& powerfui moneyed clique, and owing to the fact 
that the Nevada bank was the medium of the deai. 
the statement has been frequently published that 
Mackey and Flood were the main promoters of the 
bullcampaign. Geo. L. Brander, vice-president of 
the Nevada bank, declared that even though Dress- 
bauch should fail, it would in no wise af- 
fect the standing of the bank. Frank Wal- 
ton, president of the produce exchange, 
expressed the opinion that the crash was the simple 
result of money shortage, that the farmers had 
chariered all the available rolling stock and that 
wheat came in faster than it could be paid for. Ses- 
sions of the call board have been discontinued until 
further notice, Nearly every one interested has 
signed the proposition made by the Dressbauchs, 
and no fears of a panic are now entertained, There 
are no quotations on wheat. 
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DEATH OF*A CONSUL. 


Allen Francis Dies From Injuries 
Received in a Railway Accident. 
St. Tuomas, Ont., August 4.—Hon. Allen 
“Francis, United Statesconsul, who was struck 
by a hose carriage at the recent railway disaster 
here and badly injured, died suddenly at 12:10 
this morning. He had -been confined to his 
room ever since the accident, but his condition 
was not thought to be-critical. At 11:30 last 
night,while sitting up talking cheerfully, he was 
seized with paralysis of the heart, brought on 
by the shock sustained in an accident, and 
died shortly after. Mr. Francis was seventy- 
three years of age, and was for over twenty 
vears consul for the United States at Victoria; 
B. C., and for the past three years had béen 
United States consul at St. Thomas and Port 
Stanley. He hasa daughter living on Staten 
Island. His family reside at Victoria, B. C., 
and none of his relafives were at his bedside 
when he died. Flags are floating at half mast 
on all public buildings. The funeral will take 
place tomorrow, here.

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., August 4.—An even- 
ing journal special from Aitakan, Minn., says 
asquaw confined in jail there for threatening 
to kill a white woman has been released, asthe 
authorities were in awe of the bucks who had 
assembled in large numbers. Couriers have 
arrived at Aitakan from Willow river, bearing 
the intelligence that the Indians are killing 
stock belonging to the settlers.

VERY CLOSE, INDEED. 


Kentucky Election Returns Come 
in Slowly. 


LARGE REPUBLICAN GAINS REPORTED" 


Buckner's Majority Will Not Exceed 10,000— 
The Virginia Democratie State Con- 
vention—Other Political News. 


LouIsvitie, August 4.—There are no returns 
in this morning in-addition to those in the 
morning papers. <A very fair idea of the situ- 
ation is contained in the estimate of the Cour- 
ier-Journal, whicli says: 

Additional returns this morning do not give any 
indication of a ground swell. As far as We can 
jndge, democratic losses are due to confidence and 
indifference in our party and unusually gdéod organt- 
zation on the part of the republicans. The republi- 
cans voted and the democrats staidat home. Our 
returns are from fifty-six counties, which cast 60 per 
eeut of the whole vote of the state. The 
republican vote in the count. reported 
is a little over 60 per cent of the total, and the demo- 
cratic yote is a little over 58. These fifty-six coun- 
ties show a loss from the Cleveland majority (54,839) 
of7,710. Ifthe ratio of gains to losses continues the 
same for the remaining 40 per cent, the net demo- 
cratic loss will be 12,850; leaving Buckner a majority 
over Readley o£21,989. The republicans are claim- 
ing better things than this from the mountain coun- 
ties, but some of their best counties haye reported, 
while counties in the western portion of the state 
bave been very slow with returns. 

There is nothing whatever in the situation which 
indicates a greater povoerss loss in the remain- 
ing counties, and with the information obtainable 
thismorning, we do not doubt but that. Buckner will 
have 22,000 more votes than Bradley. Ifthe major- 
ity is not as large as our pride demands, the demo- 
crats have only themselves to blame. 

The Commercial’s summary is as follows: 

Seventy-eight counties have reported so far, leav- 
ing forty-one to report. These figures are from the 
most reliable dispatches, agreeing with the returns 
received at both republican and democratic head- 
quarters. The average gain per county from reports 
On the same ratio the net 
republican gain of the whole state will be 38,675. 
This will leave a majority for Buckner, counting 
the vote for Knott at 44,400, of 5.725. The gross re- 
publican gain so far as heard from is 25,000. Six 
counties show a democratic gain of 589, leaving a 
net republican gain of 24,441. 

Midnight—The Courier-Journal has reports 
from 74 counties out of 119. These cast 77 per 
cent of the entire vote of the state in 1584, 
when Cleveland’s majority was 34,839. In 
these counties the reduction of Cleveland’s 
vote has been 9,228. Applying the same rate 
tothe remaining counties the reduction in 
Buckner’s vote will be 11,988. This will leave 
a democratic majority of 24,851. The returns 
during the past twenty-four hours show that 
the republicans do not maintain their previous 
gains. 

CINCINNATI, August 4.—A Commercial-Ga- 
zette’s Louisville, Ky., special Says: 

Seventy-six counties show a! gain of 27,000 for 
Bradley, and that if the same ratio is mamtained in 
the forty-one counties to hear from, Buckuer will 
not have over 4,000 plurality. The ratio of gain per

VIRGINIA’S DEMOCRACY. 


Assembling of the State Convention at Roa- 
noke. 

ROANOKE, Va., August 4.—The democratic 
state convention assembled at 12 o’clock. Hon. 
John §. Barbour, chairman of the state execu- 
tive committee, called the convention to or- 
der. After loud calls, Mr. Barbour arose and 
addressed the convention. He said the calling 
of a democratic convention was always im or- 
der in the state, but there was great opposition 
to this. But it was too obvious that the ¢eon- 
vention was necessary on account of the mo- 
mentous questions involved. He said the ques- 
tion before the people of Virginia was*the di- 
vision or debt question that presented itself. 
He said the difference of opinion could be bet- 
ter determined in the party, and counciled har- 
mony and the dispassionate discussion of all 
the issues enkealt 

He said the delegates 
from the people, and no doubt reflected the 
sentiment of the people. Far better would it 
be that any differences of opinion be discov- 
ered now, rather than after the election. Far 
better now than to have the spectacle of a can- 
didate in one part of the state running on one 
set of opinions and another candidate in the 
field holding different views, both claiming to 
belong to the democratic party. If differences 
existed now they were too radical to be recon- 
ciled without consultation, and a house 
divided against itself, we are told 
cannot stand. There was another 
reason to influence the decision for the con- 
vention. Heretofore organization was effected 
by special campaigns. There was no conven- 
tion last year and 50,000 democrats -remained 
at home or declined to vote at the November 
election. He for one, as chairman of the 
democratic committee, was not willing to take 
the responsibility, under the cireumstances, of 
conducting a campaign of so much importance 
without the convention. He eulogized Presi- 
gent Cleveland and said he was the best presi- 
dent we have had for a quarter of a century. 

His speech was loudly cheered, and after 
quiet was restored, he nominated Samuel H. 
Moftit, of Rockingham, for temperary chair- 
man. Upon Mr. Moffit’s taking the chair, he 
sn laabiind the administration of President 
Cleveland. The cheers were so great that the 
speaker was interrupted for several minutes. 
He created the greatest enthusiasm when he 
said that President Cleveland’s administration 
was the most American and the most honest 
the country had had during the last half a cen- 
tury. John Bell Bigger was elected secretary, 
and the convention adjourned until three 
o'clock. 

The convention reassembled at 4 p. m. Hon. 
Mr. Good, of Norfolk, was made permanent 
chairman, and addressed the convention, de- 
claring in favor of the Riddleberger bill as a 
finality in the settlement of the state debt. He 
indorsed President Cleveland and was greeted 
with great applause. In conclusion he paid a 
warm tribute to the Pennsylvania troops, re- 
cently visitors at Gettysburg. 

The conyention then took a recess until 8 
».m.,and upon reassembling Senator John 
VY. Daniel was called for with wild demon- 
strations. He also eulogized the administra- 
tion but condemned civil service reform in 
strong language. 

In a brief‘speech Lieutenant Governor Mas- 
sey advocated giving bondholders six months 
in which to fund old bonds into Riddleberger 
bonds, and thereafter refuse to refund for 
those who decline this settlement. 

The following platform was adopted:

Two Baltimore Firemen Perish in 
the Flames. 


TAMPA, FLORIDA, BURNED OUT AGAIN. 


Large Fires Elsewhere in the Country—A 
Michigan Mineon Fire—No Lives Lost 
But Great Damage Done. 


Bartimore, August 4.—A fire broke out this 
morning in the extensive crackery bakery of 
James D. Mason & Sons, on Pratt street, near 
Light, which was entirely destroyed, with all 
its contents and machinery. It extended on 
the right to a double building oceupied by 
Henderson, Laws & Co., cracker, cake and 
candy factory, which was also destroyed. Wil- 


liam Schulte, foreman of engine No. 12, was 


buried beneath the ruins and killed. His body 
has not yet been recovered. Chief Engineer 
Hennick, of the fire department, was seriously 
injured. His deat is feared. - The 
flames continued to spread to the right to 
the stove warehouse of Liebrandt, McDowell 
& Co., which was destroyed, and to the agri- 
cultural warehouse of E. Whitman & Sons, 
the upper part of which was burned out. On 
the left of the building’ in avhich the fire origi- 
pated was the book and stationery store of T. 
Newton, Kurtz & Son,containing a large stock, 
was burned, and all the upper floors of the 
grain and produce commission house of E. B. 
Owens & Co., were destroyed. The fire spread 
to south, and took hold of the rear of the tin 
warehouse of E. L. Parker & Co., fronting on 
Charles street, which was wrecked and stock 
ruined. The dsmnage is estimated at upwards 
of $500,000. 

Up to two o’clock this afternoon no definite 
account of the loss could be obtained. Fire- 
men were still at work on the ruins and the 
walls of houses of Mason & Sons and Hender- 
son, Laws & Co., had been pulled down. The 
body of Schulte is still under the ruins and it 
will be several hours before it can be reached. 
It is now said the loss of Mason & Sons will be 
nearly $200,000, upon which there is only par- 
tial insurance. They are said to have had on 
hand nearly 2,000 barrels of flour. Henderson, 
Laws & Co., are insured for $75,000, which 
about covers their loss. Liebrant, McDowell 
& Co., yesterday obtained additional insurance 
and their damage is said to be about $30,000. 
Whitman & Sons save all machinery 
on first floor, damaged by water. 
Their stock is estimated at $20,000, 
and isin the hand of atrustee. Newton Kurtz 
loses his entire stock of stationery and books, 
but he has as yet made no estimate of damage. 
E. B. Oweh & Co. are damaged about $5,000, 
fully insured. E.L. Parker & Co’s building 
is burned out and a large part of the walls are 
fallen. Their damage is estimated at 8200,- 
000, on which there is partial insurance. The 
building on Pratt street, adjoining the Parker 
warehouse, occupied by Fitzgerald, Wedge & 
Co., wholesale grocers, who lost about $10,000, 
was insured, and the building -adjoining on 
the south, occupied by Sadler & Co., whole- 
sale liguor dealers, was slightly damaged. 
They are fully insured.

McCann, 1877, Mr. McCann being the projector of 
the enterprise, and was the first full fleded pateut 
process mill south of the Ohio river. It had origin- 
ally a capacity of two hurdred barrels per day, but 
in 1880 it was increased to four hundred. Corpo- 
rated as the New Era Mill company, the cli com- 
pany having met with reverses, anew eempany 
was organized and the mill changed toa roller mill. 
This latter company failing to make money, the 
roperty was sold last June and bought by the 
rirst and Fourth National banks for thirty thousand 
dollars, the amount of bonded indebtednes; created 
by the original company. It had been very re- 
eently leased by Mr. E. P. Noel, and had just been 
put inoperation. The mills costabout sixty thon- 
sand dollars, but the property was not considcred 
worth that amount of money. The building, ma- 
chinery and stock was insured for thirty-two thou- 
sand dollars in small amounts in ascore of compa- 
nies. The fire is supposed to have originated from 
a hot box. 

Another Attempt to Burn the Zeitung. 

New York, August 4.—The sixth attempt 
to burn out the New York Zeitung was frustrated at 
four o’clock this afternoon. The fire started on the 
third floor in some old files of the Demokrat. None 
but employes are allowed in that part of the build- 
ing, and the owners of the paper are‘at a loss to 
know how the blaze eame about. The watchman 
had found everything right only fifteen minutes be- 
fore the alarm. The fumes were quickly extin- 
guished, 


Tampa Burned Out Again. 
JACKSONVILLE, Fla,, August 4.—A Tampa, 
Fla., special reports a seriousfire there today, de- 
stroying all buildings on two blocks, except three. 
Thirty-five business firms were burned out, with an 
ageregate loss of $75,000 and only $1.300 insurance, 
owing to high rates.

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THE BRADY BILL 


Will be Reported Adversely by 
the Agricultural Committee. 


The Lunatic Asylum Investigation Discussed 
in the House—What Was Done in the 
Senate—Work of Committees. 


the legislature was the discussion on the re- 

formatory prison bill, which is given in full 

in another column. In the house some 

time was devoted to the discussion of 
The Lunatic Asylum. 


Mr. Stewart, of Rockdale, moved to recon- 
sider the action of the house in adopting the 
resolution to appoint a committee to investigate 
the state lunatic asylum, saying that the reso- 
lution was never submitted to the committee 
on lunatic asylum. 

“That committee has had under advise- . 
ment,” he said, “the appointment of a sub- 
eommittee to investigate the asylum. It was 
contemplated to make that investigation durin 
the recess, but circumstances beyond the contro 
of members prevented. That committee isa 
strong and = committee, composed of twen- 
ty-five or thirty good men. They are compe- 
tent to conduct the investigation, and the in- 
troduction of the resolution was discourteous 
to them, to say the least. The resolytion 
should be reconsidered and referred to that 
committee. They will certainly send a com- 
mittee to investigate, and, if necessary, clothe 
them with ample powers to take testimony. I 
trust that there is no member of the house 
who is not a friend to the asylum. That reso- 
lution is a reflection upon the memory of the 
late Colonel L. N. Whittle, whose honor was 
above reproach.”’ 

MR. KENAN SPEAKS.~ 

“It is with great reluctance that I take the 

floor,”’ began Mr. Kenan. ‘‘I have been for 
‘twenty days urging the committee on lunatic 
asylum to meet. he superintendent of the 
asylum, who has been inthe city or at Salt 
Springs for three or four weeks, has had ample 
time to come before the committee. 

“The fact that a man is a friend to an insti- 
tution often puts him in opposition tothe man- 
agement of that institution. I fling defiance 
at the man who says that I am not a friend of 
the asylum. Let the dead bury the dead. 
Colonel Whittle ison record and his memory 
must stand the consequences. 

‘This house has waited patiently for nine 
months for a report from that committee. 
The committee went to Milledgeville last win- 
ter and were there three or four hours. It was 
the merest sham, the biggest botch imaginable. 
The report of the committee was never sub- 
mitted to the committee, has never been in- 
dorsed by it, nor will it ever be.

The Naval Stores Bill. 

The bill introduced by Senator Brantley 
yesterday in regard to the inspection and sale 
of naval stores in Georgia is somewhat differ- 
ent from the bill originally intended to be in- 
trodueed. The fifth section of the bill in re- 
gard to private marks on the barrels has been 
stricken out. It was found that the great 
majority of dealers in Savannah were opposed 
to the section, and as no one particularly cared 
about it, and as it was placed in the bill at the 
request of an outsider, Mr. Brantley, in the 
interests of harmony. redrafted the bill, elimi- 
nating this clause. The bill has been referred 
far the consideration of the general judiciary 
committee. It is not believed that the 
committee will do otherwise than report 
it favorably, and now that all -elements 
have been more or less conciliated in the make- 
up of the bill, there is no reason to suppose 
that the senate will do other than pass it. <As 
the bill now stands, any producer can place his 
private mark on barrels of rosin in addition to 
the regular brand of the inspector. A number 
of producers grade rosin in addition to the 
reguiar authorized grades in such a way as to 
eall particular attention to it. In other words, 
they get out a trademark as a flour manufactu- 
rer does and use it in the sale of their goods. 
The present bill will not interfere with their 
right to do this. 

The Senate. 

Mr. Hand, of the ninth, after the reading of 
the journal, rose and stated that the insurance 
bill adopted yesterday by the senate was to his 
mind not in accordance with the constitution, 
and he therefore moved to reconsider the vote 
by which the bill was adopted.

COMMITTEE GOSSIP. 


The Dean Bill to be Reported Favorably— 
Adverse Report on the Brady Bill. 

THE SENATE FINANCE committee held an 
important meeting yesterday at_ which consid- 
eration of the Dean bill to sell the Western 
and Atlantic railroad was concluded. Messrs. 
Lewis and James argued against the bill, and 
Mr. Powell, chairman of the committee, took 
up the cudgels in its defense. A vote was 
taken on the bill in the committee. There 
were fifteen members present,and the vote stood 
seven to seven, with the chairman not —— 
Had Chairman Powell voted, the figures would 
have stood eight to seven in favor of the bill. 

As a matter of course, with this vote there 
will be two reports, one favoring and one ob- 
jecting to the bill. It was agreed that the six 
members who did not vote yesterday afternoon 
could record their votes by signing either re- 
port. A careful canvass of those senators who 
did not vote yesterday disclosed the facts that 
when the two reports are presented to the sen- 
ate there will be twelve names to the majority 
report and eight names tothe minority. Thus 
the bill will come before the senate witha 
numerical majority in its favor, but whether 
or not it will be passed is one af those things 
that cannot be foretold with anything like ac- 
curacy. 

THE SENATE JUDICIARY committee conclud- 
ed its consideration of the Brady bill yesterday 
afternoon. There was nothing like any speech- 
making yesterday afternoon, one way or the 
other, before the committee. Several mem- 
bers spoke on the matter briefly, stating their 
views. A high compliment was paid ex-State 
Senator Meldrim by the members of the com- 
mittee, who declared that Mr. Meldrim’s 
speech, in opposition to the bill, settled their 
convictions in the matter. This remark was 
not made, however, in the commiitee. The 
committee, before adjourning yesterday, took 
a vote on the bill, and, by the close vote of 5 
against, and 4 for, concluded to report the bill 
adversely. _The report will be probably made 
today, and some day next week appointed by 
the senate in which to discuss the reports of 
the committee. 

THE HOUSE JUDICIARY committee yesterday 
held;a long session and transacted a large 
amountof business. There was nothing of 
special interest before the committee, however 
Among the bills reported favorably were the 
following: <A billto require grand juries to 
inspect the sanitary condition of jails; a bill 
to change the number of years of citizenship 
required in divorce cases was reported ad- 
versely, as was the bill tochange the punish- 
ment of rape cases. The bill relative to the 
landlord’s lein was tabled. Other matters at- 
tended to by the committee was not of public 
interest. 

THE HOUSE EDUCATIONAL committee agreed 
yesterday to oppose the bill organizing the 
teachers’ institute. This bill together with the 
general educational bill are now before the 
house and will doubtless be acted on very soon. 

THE HOUSE CORPORATION committee was ad- 
vertised to hold a meeting yesterday afternoon, 
but a quorum not being obtained, no meeting 
was held. 

‘THE FINANCE COMMITTEE of the house,yester- 
day afternoon, much to the gratification of the 
friends of the wniversity, agreed to report fa- 
vorable the bill appropriating $5,000 for re- 
pairs. This money will be expended upon the 
dormitory buildings and will be used in put- 
ting them in thorough repair. The money is 
greatly needed, and had not the committee 
agreed to report the bill favorably the dormi- 
tory system would have been abandoned be- 
cause ofthe uninhabitable condition of the 
buildings.

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THE FELTON WINE BILL. 


The Substitute Adopted in Lieu of the Bill 
By the Senate Committee, 

The senate committee on temperance day 
before yesterday agreed to report the Felton 
wineroom bill imposing a $10,000 tax upon 
dealers in domestic wines favorably, . reeom- 
mending the same to be passed by substitute. 

The followiny is the text of the substitute. 
It will be seen that there is not very much dif- 
ference between the original and the substi- 
tute adopted. The bill comes up next week, 
and will no doubt be adopted by a practicaily 
unanimous vote. 

A BILL 
To be entitled anact to levy and collect a tax of ten 
thousand dollars upon dealers in domestie wines, 
except as provided by this act, to prescibe pen- 
alties for v:olation of this act, and for other pur-

sage of this act, in every county in this s:ate, where 
either under the general local option act, approved

He has a large quantity. of cof- 
fins and mountings, with other material on 
bani. 

When the officer reached the front of the 
store, he noticed alight retlected through the 
grating from the cellar. He thought it was 
he negroes cooking until he heard the roaring 
and cracking of the flames.

Rushing to the rear he tried to burst open 
the entrance to the cellar. Failing in this he

Then the ofticer ran tothe box 
and rimg in the fire alarm. 7 

In five minutes the firemen dashed up, un- 
limbered, and after a little delay in getting 
water, they began to flood the burning cellar. 


By this time the flames were leaping madly up | 
teward the floor, and the terrific explosion of a | 


barre! of whisky added to the danger of the 
conflagration. . 

Dense volumes of smoke filled the building 
@ven up in the second story, and the i 
inmates came scurrying out like rats. Officer 
Patterson brought a part of his belongings 
down, and came near being suffocated on the 
Yputside stairway. 

Clav’s store was befogged withsmoke. The 
firemen had to fight through those narrow 
apertures until an entrance to the cellar by 
the rear stairway was effected. It was four 
o’clock before the fire was gotten under con- 
trol. Then it was found that Horne & Wim- 
berly’s loss was practically entire. What the 
fire left the water finished. 

Henry Loh’s loss is heavy—at léast seventy- 


five per cent, the stock being ruined by smoke | 


and water. 

J.J. Clay’s stock was terribly injured by 
the smoke and water, but to what extent 
not known.’ It is pretty heavy.

ENFORCING 
Elberton Seeking to Suppress the Liquor 
Business. 

EvLBERTON, Ga., August 4.—[Special.]—The 
town council of Elberton are making strenuous 
efforts to put a stop to violations of the prohi- 
bition law. The state courts held that the 
town authorities could not punish aman for 
selling whisky in the town, as that was a vio- 
lation of astate‘law.

Carroll County People Exhibiting Their 
telics,

The editor of the Times spent a night with 
Absalom Wilson, an old citizen of Haralson 
county, last week while attending court at 
Buchanan. During our stay at Mr. Wilson’s 
he showed us the oldest. almanac we suppose 
in the state. Itis titled “Father Abraham’s 
Almanac,”’ and was published by Jacob John- 
son, in Philadelphia, in and for the year 1806. 
We also examined a work for mechanics, by 
Joseph Maxan, by a biographer to the king’s 
most gracious majesty, and published in Lon- 
don in 1679. This ancient work had ‘‘fs’*for 
‘*ss.”” While mentioning old things we will 
State that Mrs. S. P. Wilson, living on Snake 
creek, has a chest that was brought over the 
ocean from Holland, and is much over a hund- 
red years old. Mrs. A. S. C. Chance, living at 
Fitts postoftice, has a Dutch Bible that was 
published in 1782 and another book published 
in 1765. These books are of the Dutch lan- 
guage, and are bound in leather.

The Truth of the Matter. 

The logic of the Chicago Inter-Ocean ap- 
pears to be getting a little the worse for 
wear, Which is a perfectly natural result, 
considering that the editor is. always in an 
inflamed state of mind, and continually suf- 
fering from the effects of a rhetorical hot 
box. Here is an example: 

The politicians of Georgia think they can afford 
todo this (make it a crime to teach negroes). If 
they do they will find that they have made a terrible 
blunder. The stigma will be most conspicuous and 
will last. Its people will not soon hear the last of 
it. Itis too late in the advancementof the world’s 
civilization for such a sentiment an1 such a law as 
this to seem to be anything other than barbaric, in- 
famous; a burning disgrace to any government this 
side of the kingdom of Dahomey. 

This is foolish to the verge of wildness. 
There is no intention on the part of Geor- 
gia to make it a crime to teach negroes; on 
the contrary, the negroes of Georgia have 
equal educational facilities with the whites. 
If we take into consideration the negro 
institutions around Atlanta, their educa- 
tional facilities are far superior to those of 
the whites. 

But the people of the state insist that the 
education of the two races shall proceed sepa- 
rately. The Glenn bill has been described 
as a political firebrand, and THE CoNsTI- 
TUTION has insisted that it is an unnecessary 
measure, but it represents the public senti- 
ment of the state so far as the co-education 
of the races is concerned. 

A great many generations will rise and 
pass away before there will be any mixed 
schools in Georgia.

It is whispered in Utah that Mormonism 
is about to undergo a great change.

Polygamy never 
was compulsory, and it would be easy 
enough to have a new revelation doing away 
with it entirely.

They have always prospered 
and they would doubtless continue to pros- 
per. 
It will be a strong temptation to Taylor’s 
successor to begin his work as a reformer by 
modernizing his church and getting rid of 
all the uncomfortable customs which have 
become penal offenses under the Edmunds 
bill. 

Would sucha reformation destroy the 
Mormonchurch? Inall probability it would 
not. With their strong organization it is 
not likely that there will be any sudden 
breaking up. Civilization and the drift of 
immigration may finally sweep away Mor- 
monism, but sucha result cannot come all 
atonce. It will be a gradual movement 
running through at least one or two genera- 
tions.

they believed to be the right theory, Wecan under- 
stand this and are not disposed to bandy any words 
about the past, the only effect of which would be to 
revive old enmities and throw an unpleasant ele- 
n @ it into our present hearty good feeling and mu- 
tual respect. 

The question fs, taking the nation and the theory 
ofthe constitution asthe war has settled them, 
would it, in the opinion ofour contemporaries, be 
treason to the union now to repeat the performance 
of 1561? 


After drawing avery long breath, we are 
prepared to say that the secession movement 
which resulted in the war was not treason 
because it had been discussed as a policy 
both by the north and the south. Anti- 
slavery men as well as pro-slavery men be- 
lieved in its efficacy,and some very prom- 
inent abolitionists were in favor of allowing 
the erring sisters of the south to go in peace. 

The war has settled this matter to this 
extent—that secession is revolution, and if 
revolution is unsuccessful it is rebellion. As 
to the secession of the future, we may be 
permitted to remark that it will originate in 
the New England states on some frivolous 
plea, and when that is the case the south 
and southern troops will be found ready 
and anxious-to put it down. 

The north has made its bed by force of 
arms and it will have to lie on it. No mat- 
ter what grievance it has, the grievance will 
have to be settledin the union. When the 
sovereignty of the southern states were de 
stroyed, the sovereignty of the northern 
states were destroyed also. The union ap- 
pears tobe a sort of back-acting machine. 
If the southern states lost their rights—their 
reserved rights—in the confusion of the war, 
so did the states of the north.

Build Better Bridges. 

Eatonton, Ga., August 3.— Eprrors 
ConsTITUTION: There is a lesson to learn from 
this freshet, and I want THE CoNsTITUTION to call 
attention to it—i. e., the necessity of building bridges 
on piers higher above the water level than hereto- 
fore. I have heard people say: “Thisisan excep- 
tional storm, and will not occuragainin years.” 
In our country now comparatively destitute of forest 
and grass a moderate rainfall finds its 
way to the water courses unobstructed, 
and it is undoubtedly true that 
twelve inches of rain fall raises our streams much 
higher than twelve inches did twenty yeas ago. 

The old high water maris »f the Hanison freshet 
are no longer safe guides. 

If this matter is borne in mind by builders of mills 
and bridges, it will save the state great. loss in the 
future. Itis likely that this condition of things 
will continue to grow wors2 for some years to come, 
for lard in this portion of the state is being  eforest- 
ed more en1 more, and the area so cleared i: plant- 
ed in cotton. 

Some future time will doubtless see a large part 
of every farm in permanent pastures and meadows, 
which will retard the on flow of the water almost as 
well as the original forcst. 7 

Until our farmers find that dairying and stock- 
raising are more profitable to them than cotton 
planting, it is not likely anything can be done to 
save the land from the damage inflicted by freshets. 
Therefore, the sermon for the newspapers to deliver 
is to advise the people to build several feet higher 
than the highest water marks, all bridges and build- 
ings on the water courses,

South Carolina Juries. 

YorKvItLtE, S. C., August 3—Editors 
Constitution: Your paper haying numerous 
readers in this state, your correspondent 
will greatly appreciate the publication of the en- 
closed communication, which is respectfully ad- 
dressed to them: 

The acquittal of John W. Sheahan, at Laurens, a 
short time since,for the murder of Robert I. Bishop, 
and attending circumstances, may very fitly be re- 
garded a sequel to the attitude assumed by the state 
press with regard to the lynching of the five negroes 
at Yorkville last spring. 

That affair, as is well rerenbered., elicited a thor- 
ough discussion of mob law in all its phases, and 
the final conelusion rcached was that we should 
allow the law to take its course, be that what it 
may. The doctrine, “Whosoever shall smite thee 
on one cheek, turn unto him the other also,” was 
thoroughly impressed upon us. We were told that 
“if the pulpit, press and all good people would unite 
to make lynching hateful, then it would be crushed 
out.’ 

Now, in this Laurens case there was no lynching. 
The good people of that county have most com- 
ae sae allowed the law to take its course. The 
prisoner has been acquitted by a jury, in the se- 
curing of which it was necessary to exhaust the en- 
ire panel anid to order a special 
venire. The prisoner has _ again been 
turned loose on the community, and his 
neighbors, in indignation meeting assembled, have 
condemned the action of the jury which acquitted 
him. These citizens heard the testimony, and are 
familiar with all the facts in thecase. They are, 
therefore, as competent judgesas the impaneled 
jury. They are the law-abiding citizens who have 
restrained themselves from using the 
violence which they believe the murder has merited, 
and whom itis the object of the law to protect. 
This protection has not been afforded. The mur- 
derer is allowed to remain at liberty in their midst, 
a constant reminder of the fact that the laws are 
unable to punish him, but on the contrary inyolun- 
tarily uphold him in his crime.

Even Laurens, with all the self-control she 
has exhibited on this occasion, would not stand a 
repetition of the experience. Next time she wily 
probably take the lawin herown hands. Other 
sections of the state have at times found this course 
necessary and bave received the unqualified cen- 
sure of the thoughtless pharisees, who will not 
bring themselves to realize the facts whicn make it 
unavoid ble. 

Your correspondent believes that the only way out 
of the difficulty is a revision of our jury system. The 
state press has vociferated that our jury system is 

erfect, but the statement is belied by facts. 
When it is SO arranged that half 
the intelligence of the state is now excused by law, 
and the other half by special favor of the judges, 
then we shall have verdicts from whibh it will be 
no use to appeal, and over which there will be no 
call for indignation meetings. In the meantime 
all good citizens may well remain in a state of 
ANXIETY.

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From Letter to Colonel Robert G. Ingersoll, in North 

American Review, by Dr. Henry M. Field, 

You feel strong in the strength of a robust 
manhood, well poised in body and mind, and in the 
center of a happy home, where loving hearts cling 
to you like vines around the oak, But many to 
whom you speak are quite otherwise. You address 
thousands of young men who have come out of 
country homes, where they have been brought up 
in the fear of God, and have heard the morning and 
evening prayer. They come into a city fall of 
temptations, but are restrained from evil by the 
thought of father and mother, and reverence for 
Him who is the Father of us all—a feeling which, 
though it may not have taken the form of any pro- 
fession, is yet at the bottom of their hearts, and 
keeps them from many a wrong and wayward step. 
A young man who is thus “guarded and defended’’ 
as by unseen angels, some evening when he fecls 
very lonely, is invited to “go and hear Ingersoll,”’ 
and for a couple of hours listens to your caricatures 
of religion, with descriptions of the prayers and 
psalm singing, illustrated by devout grimaces and 
nasal tones, which set the house in roars of laughter, 
and are received with tumultuous applause. When 
it is all over, and the young man finds himself again 
under the flaring lamps of the ciiy streets, he is con- 
scious of a change; the faith of his childhood has 
been rudely torn from him, and with it “‘a glory has 
passed away from the earth;” the Bible which his 
mother gave him the morning that he came away 
is “a mass of fables;’- the sentence which she 
wished him to hang on the wall, “Thou, God, seest 
me,”’ has lost its power, for there is no God that sees 
him, no moral government, no ‘law and no retribu- 
tion. So he reasons as he walks slowly homeward, 
meeting the temptations which haunt these streets 
at night—temptations from which he has hitherto 
turned with a shudder, but which he now meets 
with a diminished power of resistance. Have you 
done that young man any good in taking from him 
what he held sacred before? Have you not left him 
morally weakened? From sneering at religion it is 
but a step to sneering at morality, and then but one 
step more to a vicious and profligate career. How 
are you going to stop this tendency? When you have 
stripped him of former restraints, do you leave him 
anything in their stead, except indeed a sense of 
honor, self-respect and sclf-interest?—Yworthy mo- 
tives, no doubt, but all too feeble to withstand the 
fearful temptations that assail him. Is the chance 
of his resistance as good as it was before? Watch 
him as he goes along that street at midnight. He 
passes by the places of evil resort, of drinking and 
gambling—those open mouths of hell; he hears the 
sound of music and dancing, and for the first time 
pauses to listen. How long will it be before he will 
venture in? 

With such dangers in his path, it is a grave re- 
sponsibility to loosen the restraints which hold 
such a young man to virtue. These gibes and 
sneers which you utter so lightly, may have a sad 
echo in a lost character and a wretched life. Many 
& young man has been thus taunted untll he has 
pushed off from the shore, under the idea of gaining 
his ‘‘liberty;’ and ventured into the rapids, only to 
be carried down the stream, and left a wreck in the 
whirlpool below!

THE MEETING YESTERDAY. 

Yesterday afternoon the sub-committee met

directed to be held in keeping until they wero 
needed. The papers were not read in the 
meeting, but their contents are nothing more 
or less than what THe ConstiruTion declared 
them tobe yesterday. The committee will 
haye the papers read today, a member in« 
formed the reporter last night. Colonel Shu 
brick was placed on the stand yesterday and 
examined as to the condition of Bingham’s 
camp at Griffin. He explained his report, 
what he had ordered done, and said that the 
whole trouble arose from the canvas forming 
the roof being placed on in the wrong way. 

ASSISTANT KEEPER SHUBRICK’S EVIDENCE. 

Colonel Shubrick was asked if he knew any= 
thing about Captain James receiving money 
from George T. Jackson, the ex-convict. He 
replied that he did not; that the only converse 
sation he had ever had on the subject was with 
James on the Georgia road once. James to 
him that Jackson had sent him a check for 
something over a hundred dollars, but he hak 
returned it. Colonel Shubrick stated that he 
thought the fare given convicts was better 
than the fare enjoyed by the average laborer 
who furnished his own provisions. He said 
that he could not say that the regulations were 
always carried out, butin the main he believed 
they were, and attributed the present good 
condition of the camps to the stricter com- 
pliance with the rules than had been heréto- 
fore practiced. 

PRINCIPAL KEEPER TOWERS’S TESTIMONY. 

Colonel Towers was placed on the stand ang 
in reply to questions, said that he did not think 
it was possible for the principal physician to 
visit all the camps once every month. He 
said he knew nothing about the Jackson mat- 
ter; about James being paid to allow Jackson 
liberties, the first time he heard it was sincé 
the investigation began. He had written 
Williams, the boss at ‘Old Town,” that Jack- 
son must wear stripes like any one else. Colo- 
nel Shubrick said here that while Jackson 
wore a white shirt he always wore @ 
striped coat, vest, or something to designate 
him as a convict, that he had required this of 
the management. Colonel Towers said that 
he believed a middle manin the interests of 
the state at the camp would do good, that such 
a man onght to be a business man rather thar 
a doctor, but thought a good doctor with busi+ 
ness qualifications would be best. Such aman 
he thought would fcost $1,200. He did not 
think the women and boys ought to be confined 
together. but believed that the women should 
be separated from the men.

NEW YORK, August 4.—The announcement by 
the secretary of the treasury that he would prepay 
the interest and buy bonds for the sinking fand cre- 
ated quite a scare among the bears this morning, 
and for some time there was lively times to cover 
shorts, The upward movement was also accelerated 
by liberal purchases for London aceount and out of 
town orders were quite as numerous as yesterday. 
The advance in prices during the forenoon was fully 
equal to anything seen in that line for some time. 
Much feverishness marked transactions for a period, 
but later the advance became general and very de- 
cided. Later, however, the bears recovered from 
their scare and began to argue that the rise would 
eease with the elimination of the short interest and 
more influential traders put out fresh lines on the 
short side. This induced considerable realizing by 
small traders on the long side, anda large propor- 
tion of the gains were washed out. Rumors that 
the Nevada bank was in trouble aided in producing 
the reaction, but upon contradiction of the stories a 
better tone became apparent. The news of the day 
was generally favorable and much talk was heard 
in regard to the settlement of the cable war, besides 
which the bullish utterances of seyeral prominent 
dealers infused confidence into their followers. 
The opening was very active and strong atadvances 
over last eyening’s final prices of from 4% to 1% per 
cent. Prices were feverish and unsettled for some 
time after the opening, Lut soon began to advance 
and further fractional gains were recorded. The 
upward movement continued unwl noon, subject to 
one or two slight reactions, but after that time dull- 
ness became the feature and buying slacked off. 
Bears were thus encouraged to make a demonstra- 
tion, and a large proportion of the forenoon’s gains 
was lost: New England and Western Union were 
paid special attention to and their declines were 
material. The close was quict but firm at a rally 
from the lowest figures of the afternoon, and every- 
thing was higher than at the opening. The sales

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


Features of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Produce. 
Special to The Constitution. 

CHICAGO, August 4—Today the corn piton ’change 
monopolized nearly all the board of trade talent 
that hankers for numerous and rapid quick turns. 
Though September closed at 41c, the moment the 
opening bell tapped there were offers to sell at 40}er, 
and nothing was done at a higher figure than 397¢¢- 
From this it quickly dropped to 39\4c, then recovered 
to 3% ec, and for a time fluctuated between 4@%¢. 
Everybody was seiler on the showing made by the 
weather. There was a Hittle rain everywhere 
throughout the corn belt, and some operators took 
the ground that everything was so thoroughly dry 
that half an inch of rain would make no impression; 
that corn was ruined anyway, and thatany quantity 
of rain would now simply break the market without 
helping the actual conditions any. Inside of a 
quarter of an hour September got up to 3934, and 
later there were reports that no more rain was prob- 
able, and the early bears developed into the strong- 
est kind of bulls. During the last half hour they 
put the corn market up at alivelyrate. Nearly 
everybody wanted to buy, and competitive bidders 
gent September quickly from 404c to 40%c. The 
closing prices, compared with yesterday, were }@ 
1c lower for September, but rather firm and 4c 
higher for August. 

More than ordinary interest attached to the early 
prices for wheat today, for there was some anxiety 
manifested to know whether a collapse of the Cali- 
fornia wheat corner would produce any effect on 
this market. Two views were taken of the ’Frisco 
deal. The bear party held that prices would be 
lower, and the bulls said they diseerned comfort in 
the outcome. A ‘panic had been averted, no failures 
had been reported, the banks. had not been involved 
and a normal and healthy state of affairs had suc- 
ceeded the recent strain. Priceson the curb, how- 
ever, did not throw the needed light on the situa- 
tion, and the crowd remained on the keen edge of 
expectancy until the 9:30 gong made music. It was 
dear music, however. The first sale was at 69 ¢c, 
after which the deal went down the toboggan slide 
until it halted 69%, nearly a cent below last night's 
closing, all of which demonstrated that the Califor- 
nia collapse had helped the bears justa little. 
There were more traders in the wheat pit than on 
yesterday, but corn wasthe great attraction, and 
wheat did very little fluctuating. September at one 
time got down to 69, but reacted 4c before the 
close. 

The severe break in corn carried the speculative 
market for oats down. There was a decline of 4c 
to 4c for September and October deliveries, and a 
break of 1°4c for May. Afterthis came a strong 
market and steady reaction, near futures closing 
about 44@%<c higher, and May sold up to 1%¢c from 
the inside, or fully up to yesterday’s closing. 

Provisions were dull and without new features. 
The price changes were confined to a small range, 
and at the close the only one of importance was an 
advance of 744c on September. and Sc decline in 
January short ribs. . *

Baird and Hon. Aaron Haas, were present. 
The meeting was held in the mayor's office, 
and was attended by Dr. Theo Schumann, 
druggist, No. 63 Whitehall street; Mr. F. M. 
Block, candy and cracker manufacturer, cor- 
ner Alabama and Pryor streets; Keeling, 
baker, 77 Peachtree; Charles Brown, soda- 
water maker, 8&8 Luckie; M. B. Byers, baker, 
90 Decatur; J. D. Brady, 123 Whitehall ; Acme 
Bottling company, 190 Decatur, and T. S. 
Lewis, cracker manufacturer, 54 Alabama. 
Each of the gentlemen were present by invi- 
tation of the board. Mayor Cooper called the 
body to order, and asked Dr. Baird to state the 
object of the meeting.

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GAS PIPES PENETRATING SEWERS. 


The Loyd Street Sewer Found te be 
Damaged by Gas Pipes. 

The Loyd street sewer which accommodates 
the Kimball, Markham and the union passen 
ger depot, in addition to nearly all the build- 
ings in that section of the city, has been a 
great annoyance to officials for years past be- 
cause of frequent overtiows at, the foot of 
Alabama street. During or immediately after 
every big rain thesewer would overflow and 
pools of filthy water would rise from the open- 
ing at Loyd street and coverthe street for 
some distance around. Several attempts were 
made to ascertain the cause, but all failed, 
and years ago theJimpress'on became general 
that the sewer was not large enough to carry 
off both storm, waterand sewerage at the 
same time. , 

This impression Was erroneous, but the error 
was not discovered until yesterday. 

Yhen the contractors began excavating on 
Loyd street for belgian blocks the surface of 
the street was considerably lowered, and before 
the blocks could be laid the heavy rain came. 
This caused the loose dirt to wash, and yester- 
day morning portions of the sewer were ex- 
posed to view. Mr. Mahony, commissioner of 
public works, was atthe opening early yester- 
day morning, and in looking at the sewer saw 
a gas pipe passing into it apparently. He at 
once made a thorough investigation, and found 
that two or three gas pipes leading from the 
gas main passed entirely through the sewer. 
The section was removed andthe apparent 
smallness of the sewer explained. The pipes 
passed through the sewer in such a manner as 
to prevent refuse matter from going through. 

Mr. Mahony will have the gas pipes relaid, 
and a new section putin place, aud the sewer 
will behave better hebeatier.

COURT AND CAPITOL, 


The Governor Orders the Dis- 
charge of Two Convicts. 


SUIT AGAINST THE E. T., VA. AND GA. 


New Bills Become Laws—A Revenue Arrest—- 
Business Transacted Abveut the 
Various Departments. 


Yesterday matters were quiet at the state 
house. Governor Gordon ordered two convicts 
discharged from the penitentiary, it appearing 
that they were illegally detained. The comp- 
troller received another lot of tax digests, and , 
the usual routine business was transacted. 


The Governor and His Cabinet. 

Governor Gordon was in his office all day 
yesterday, and gave audience toa number of 
people, and transacted a large amount of busi- 
ness. He also considered a number of acts 

yassed by the general assembly, which had 

en transmitted to him for approval. During 
thefday he signed four bills in addition to those 
already signed by him. Because of his signa- 
ture yesterday the following measures have be- 
come laws, and now regularly on the statute 
books of the state: : 

An act amending section 4003 of the Code of 
1882, relating to the sale of lands and tene- 
ments by commissioners where the same are 
sold under proceedings for partition ; an act re- 
pealing paragraph 5 of section 3854 of the Code 
of 1882, and amendatory in lieu thereof an act 
repealing an act amending section 1689 (nn) of 
the Code of 1882; an act incorporating the town 
of Williamsburg, in Calhoun county. |. 

YESTERDAY Governor Gordon took action in 
the case of twoconvicts who have been ille- 
gally detained in the penitentiary. The facts 
in the case are these: At the November term 
of Decatur superior court, Simon Brock and 
Minerva Brock, were indicted for burglary, 
and were sentenced for a term of, years to the 
penitentiary. At the same term of the court a 
motion for a new trial was made, and upon 
the hearing of the motion at the May term 
1887 of the court the new trial was granted, 
and after the grant of the new trial the defend- 
ants withdrew their plea of not guilty, 
and plead guilty to a larce- 
ny from the house of a value less than $650, 
with the agreement that whatever imprison- 
ment they were sentenced to they would serve 
it out at the place of confinement. In the 
meantime immediately after their conviction, 
and whilst the motion for a new trial was 
pending, a penitentiary guard took them from 
Decatur county and carried them to the peni- 
tentiary, where they have been serving on the 
original sentence for burglary. After the new 
trial was granted and the plea of 
guilty to larceny from the house was 
made, the judge sentenced the defendants to 
two months and ten days in the chaingang and 
not the tojpenitentiary. It therefore _—— 
to the governor that. Simon and Minerva 

srock have been illegally confined in the pen- 
itentiary for over six months—to which they 
should not have been sent, he on yesterday is- 
sued an order tothe principal keeper of the 
penitentiary, an order directing the immediate 
discharge of the two defendants. 

THE STATE TREASURY was devoid of any 
items of public interest yesterday, the onl 
warrant being paid being one for $100 to O. F., 
Rogers as salary for the inspection of ferti- 
lizers. Colonel Hardeman, who has been quite | 
unwell for several days, was much better yes- 
terday. The treasury cash has not yet under- 
gone legislasive scrutiny, and the count will 
now hardly be started before next week. The 
treasury will be called apes within the next 
ten days to pay the usual monthly account of 
the state lunatic asylum, which amounts to 
some fourteen thousand dollars. 

COMPTROLLER GENERAL WRIGHT on yes- 
terday received tax digests from the following 
counties: Telfair reported $704,863; Colquitt 
returned $452,458, an increase of $14,804; 
Lowndes county returned $2,180,536, an in-- 
crease of $172,156: Henry county returned 
&1,998,050, an increase of $18,125. Telfair’s 
increase was $45,946. The combined increase 
of the four counties returned yesterday was 
$250,121, which added to $3,507,918 previously 
noted, makes a grand aggregate up to date of 
$3,758,039. There are about thirty-five coun- 
ties yet to hear from, but in this list are in- 
cluded the majority of the largest counties in 
the state.

The commissioner has not heard anything 
from anyone on the subject. The fear ex- 
pressed by him is shared by a good many, and 
it may be that the list of delegates will be 
somewhat decreased. Anyhow, the conven- 
tion is an assured success and will doubtless do 
great good to the people of the whole section.

THE LAWYERS GO HOME 
The Georgia Bar Association 
Cancludes Its Labors. 


TWO INTERESTING THESES READ. 


Several Committee Reports Adopted—Dele- 
gates Elected to the Saratoga Conven- 
tion —Sketch of President Hil. 


It was announced that the bar association 
would meet at 10 o'clock yesterday morning, 
but it was ten minutes to eleven before the 
body was called to order. The attendance was 
not so large as on the first day of the conven- 
tion, only about thirty members being present. 

The first business done was the election of 
the following new members: Leonard Phinizy 
of Augusta, Harper Hamilton of Rome, 
Charles W. Seidell of Atlanta, Rebert Harbi- 
son of Atlanta, Henry J. MeGee of Reidsville, 
J. L. Johnson of Rome. 

The chairman announced the following gen- 
tlemen as members of the committee on legal 
education: Judge George Hillyer, Colonel P. 
L.. Mynatt, A. M. Foute, R. L. Berner and 
Hoke Smith. 

Judge Hillyer, who had been placed on the 
executive eommittee,asked to be relieved from 
serving and his request was granted. 

The Hon. J.C. C. Black, of Augusta, chair- 
man of the committee on jurisprudence and 
law reform, was expected to coal the report of 
that committee, but, being absent, his place 
was supplied by Mr. Alexander Erwin. The 
report is a pamphlet of ten pages and contains 
the bills proposed by the American Bar asso- 
ciation to promote uniformity in the laws of 
the several states; a recommendation. that 
Judge Marshall J. Clarke’s paper on appellate 
courts be indorsed; the draft of a bil on reg- 
istry laws; the text of a bill entitled ** Punish- 
ment of fraud, and reaching the property of 
debtor concealed from the creditor.”” The re. 

ort was sigued by J. C. C. Black, Alexander 
Geeta: George D. Thomas, John S. Davidson 
and Wm. H. Fleming. 

The report was productive of some discuss- 
ion, and -was adopted. 

The report of the committee on legal educa- 
tion and admission to the bar, was presented 
by Hou. George A. Mereer, of Savannah. It 
was received with great favor by the body, and 
was, after discussion, unanimously adopted. 

Colonel R. S. Lanier read a thesis on ‘‘Usury 
laws as affecting securities for debt.’’ He de- 
fined usury to be “collecting more than the 
legal rate of interest.’’ Heexamined the ques- 
tion from many points of view. The practice 
of usury was denounced in pointed language. 
He was emphatic in his criticism of the laws 
which allow the forfeiture of the whale debt— 
principal and interest, when. usurious rates 
ha¥e been exacted. His idea was that all 
money above the legal rate ofinterest should 
be remitted tothe borrower. Inthe course of 
his discussion of the question, he paid a good 
deal of attention to the celebrated decision in 
the Branch-Kelly case, where it was asserted 
that the holder of a mortgage could not fore- 
close it because usurious rates had been 
charged. He inveighed against experimental 
legislation on this important subject. The 
paper..while prolix to the non-professional, was 
chokeful of interest for the lawyer. It was 
deemed by all the members a singularly 
perspicuous and able thesis, and Colonel La- 
nier was applauded and complimented. It 
was found, however, that while all recognized 
the ability discovered in Colonel Lanier’s pre- 
sentation of the question, very few members 
coincided in the views expressed. An ani- 
mated debate sprang up as to whether the as- 
sociation should officially commend the paper. 
Mr. H. E. W. Palmer moved that 300 copies 
of the address be printed and placed in the 
hands of the members of the legislature, who 
now have before them a bill touching the 
question of usury. Messrs. Hammond, Hoke 
Smith, John Aiken and Colonel McIntyre op- 
posed this proposition ,’and the mover withdrew 
his motion. 

- Mr. H. E. W. Palmer was the next essayist. 
He selected as his theme ‘‘Evidence;”’ or, 
rather “The restrictions whieh should be 
placed upon evidence.”” The thesis was sus- 
tained in so excellent a manner as to win for 


its author the commendation of the entire body | 


of lawyers. Mr. Palmer showed that he had 
given many days and nights to the preparation 
of hisessay. Heexamined the question of 
evidence with Greenleafian skill. And he 
stated his propositions with that charming 
‘simplicity and unaffected directness which are 
commonly found’ to be the characteristics of 
profound jurists. Mr. Palmer by this admir- 
able production enhanced his already high 
reputation. 

Judge W. R. Hammond, as the chairman of 
the committee on legal proecdure, submitted 
and read a report, which was supplemented by 
‘‘a bill to provide for a uniform precedure in 
law and in equity.’’ The report was adopted, 
and it was ordered that the bill should be 
printed and that a committee should be ap- 
pointed to lay it before the judiciary commit- 
tees of the two branches of the general as- 
sembly. 

Colonel Dessau, in behalf of the committee 
which was deputed to investigate the matter 
of compensation for the secretary and treasurer, 
made a verbal report. He said the committee 
had determined that, these otlices being offices

Reduction of Fire Insurance Rates Becaus 
of Its Great Efficiency. 

Chief Joyner yesterday received a communi- 
cation from the chairman of the compact com- 
mission, Which is not only a handsome com- 
pliment to him and the department, but also a 
good thing for the city, as it authorizes a re- 
duction in the rates of fire fnsurance. 

The letter explains itself: 

ATLANTA, Ga., August 4th, 1587.—Captain W. R, 
Joyner, Chief Atlanta Fire Department, Dear Sir: 
several months ago the Compact Commission. rep- 
resenting all the fire insurance companies doing 
business in Atlanta, promised the board of fire mas- 
ters that when engine No. 4 was thoroughly equipp- 
edand putin service a reduction of 10 per cent in 
the rates of insurance would be made upon certain 
classes of risks located inside of the fire limits. On 
yesterday the Compact Commission authorized the 
reduction to take efleet at once, but to apply only to 
such policies as may be written or renewed after 
date. Pheinsurance companies fully apy reeiate 
the work that has been done by the city authorities. 
in improving the fire department and water supply 
and have cheerfully consented tothis reduction,

RUMORS THAT HE HAS LEFT ATLANTA 


Are Started and Create Considerable Feel- 
ing—A Check Presented to the 
Bank Not Paid. 


Phillip Breitenbucher, of Globe-saloon fame, 
has gone to Birmingham to investigate the 
condition of the liquor trade in that city, with 
a view to locating. 

Since Mr. Brietenbucher went away rumors 
that he has left Atlanta for good have been 
current, and the gentleman’s friends emphati- 
calty deny the stories. The rumors probably 
grew out of the fact that the saloonist owed 
the city the sum of five hundred dollars and 
seventy-five cents in the shape ofa fine. The 
fine was imposed by Judge Anderson because 
several witnesses convinced him that the wine- 
room man had violated the prohibition law. 
After the court adjourned Mr. Breitenbucher 
gave Chief-of-Police Connolly a check for five 
hundred dollars with the understanding that 
he intended to petition Mayor Cooper for a 
reduction. The petition was made out and 
presented to the mayor, with whom it remain- 
ed until a few days ago when: the 
petitioner was notified that nothing could 
be done with the fine. Early yesterday morn- 
ing Chief Connolly was notified that Mayor 
Cooper would not reduce the fine, and decided 
to collect the money at once. A messenger 
was sent to the wineroom, but in a short time 
he returned and informed Chief Connolly that 
Mr. Breitenbucher had gone to Birmingham, 
and that the date of his return was unknown. 
Soon after this the chief heard rumors to the 
effect that the saloonist had gone for good, and 
that his object in going was to keep from pay- 
ing the fine. The rumors were not pleasant, 
but the chief felt secure, and taking the Breit- 
enbucher check from his safe, he walked leis- 
urely to James’s bank, and handing it over, 
asked for the meney. Mr James read the 


cheek, and looking up at Chief Connolly, re-~ 


marked: 

‘Sorry, but I can’t pay this.’’ 

‘Why ?’’ asked the officer. 

‘‘Because I have nofunds belonging to Mr. 
Breitenbucher. He has drawn al! out.” 

“When ?”’ 

“Oh, gradually. But I don’t think you 
sheuld be at all alafmed. Breitenbucher is an 
honest man and will pay it,’’ said Mr. James. 

‘But it is rumored that he has skipped out 
gone away to stay,’’ replied the chief, scratch- 
ing his head? 

“Oh, that can’t be true. He will come 
back. All of his property is here. His famil 
is here and there is no reason why he should 
goaway. He can pay that_ check a dozen 
times over and not be hurt. He has too much 
property here to leave in this manner.’’ 

The chief pocketed the check and calling 
upon the city attorney asked what steps he 
should take. The attorney told him he could 
do nothing except wait for the saloonist’s return 
because he was of the opinion that @ person 
leaving the city carried with him all recourse 
by which the fine could be collected. 

The rumors of Mr. Breitenbucher’s depart- 
ure were freely discussed, but only a few per- 
sons seemed to think they were at all truthful. 
Nearly everybody asserted that he would come 
back to Atlanta as soon as he had accomplished 
his mission and would arrange to meet the 
check. Chief Connolly is among the number 
and ‘is not at all uneasy about the check.

The right leg was cut and 
bruised below the knee in a dozen places, and 
cut almost in twoabove the knee. Several 
cars passed over the unfortunate fellow be- 
fore the train could be stopped. When the 
conductor reached the man he was perfectly 
conscious, but was suffering terribly. Noone 
about the place knew him and he was placed 
in the train and carried to Rockmart. On the 
way he told the conductor that his name was 
Ferguson. At Rockmart Dr. Adair was called in. 
The doctor quickly saw that amputation was 
absolutely necessary, and that both legs must 
go. ‘The operation was performed and after 
the man recovered from the anesthetic he 
seemed in fair way to recover. The shock, 
however, was too severe, and about noon the 
man died. His home is not known.
